Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed the differences between the prior art (Mikio) and 
the application, focusing on the limitations in claims 1 and 10. Applicant pointed out that operational setting section, 
setting an operational pattern to a new recognition was not taught by Mikio, examiner cited Mikio for the limitation, 
stating that the activity setting works the same as the operational setting section and that Mikio has a voice/speech 
training process, page 1 paragraphs 9 and 11; and page 3 paragraph 21. Applicant also discussed the searching 
section, stating that Mikio does not search based on a higher priority for newly recognized words. Examiner cited Mikio 
for the limitation, page 3 paragraphs 18 and 20, stating that setting out section searches based on priority of retrieval 
which is processed by the setting section. No agreement was reached. 
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
